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1.2 PRESS RELEASE 


1.2.1 GENSTAR CORPORATION/IMASCO LIMITED 


March 27, 1986. 


The Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission'') has begun an investigation 
into trading in securities of Genstar Corporation during the week of March 17th 
to March 24th, 1986. The unusually large volume of trading in Genstar's 
securities immediately prior to release of the news of Imasco Limited's 
take-over bid raises concerns with respect to possible trading on the basis of 
material information which has not been publicly disclosed. As a first step in 
its investigation, the Commission has directed securities firms to hold, for 
the time being, all funds of certain clients who purchased Genstar securities 
during the period in question. The direction affects clients (other than 
residents of Canada and the United States) who purchased 1,000 or more Genstar 
shares or 10 or more call options on Genstar shares. The direction does not 
prevent shares from being tendered to any take-over bid. Funds will be 
released upon the client filing an affidavit establishing that the client did 
not trade with the benefit of insider information. 


This action by the Commission is in response to the difficulty experienced by 
securities regulators in tracing persons who trade through foreign financial 
institutions.

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We have considered the submissions that have been made on behalf of 
counsel for Hiram Walker, as well as submissions that have been made by counsel 
for the offeror, the Toronto Stock Exchange and the Montreal Exchange and_ the 
Ontario and Quebec Securities Commissions. We are satisfied that the Exchange, 
in the words of our decision in Trizec Equities Limited, did not proceed on an 
incorrect principle, nor did it err in law or overlook some material evidence. 
We are also satisfied that the public interest, as perceived and applied by the 
Exchange in this matter, has been served. Nor have we heard any new evidence 
today or any new matter raised by counsel for Hiram Walker that requires our 
intervening to change the terms of the bid in order to protect the public 
interest. 





There are a number of technical matters that have been raised with respect 
to Part XXIII of the TSE By-laws dealing with take-over bids. Those related to 
"average bid value", to the word ''maximum" and to whether certain preference 
shares held by Interprovincial Pipe Line Limited would be listed shares when 
tendered. We regard all of these matters as highly technical and as not going 
to the rights of the shareholders in the offeree company, nor in any way being 
injurious to the rights of those shareholders. As to whether these technical 
objections take the bid outside of the definition of a Stock Exchange Take-Over 
Bid, we are satisfied that they do not on the basis of the evidence and _ the 
arguments that have been made to us. The TSE was not in error in interpreting 
its own by-laws. 


As to the jurisdiction exercised by the TSE, we feel they have proceeded 
in a proper way, as explained by Mr. Carson. ii Mchte Dea iLEuems that 
Mr. Carson's summary of how he views the exercise of the Exchange's discretion 
might not have been phrased in the happiest manner, as opposed to what the 
Exchange actually did in this case. The Exchange does have an obligation, as a 
self-regulatory agency vested with the power to conduct take-over bids through 
the Exchange, to examine the material that is submitted to it to ensure that 
its by-laws have been complied with and that public interest concerns are 
satisfied. We are satisfied that they have done that in this case and we_ see 
no reason to interfere. 


With respect to the matter of U.S. shareholders and the submission that 
there are a large number of U.S. shareholders of Hiram Walker, it would be 
desirable if the bid were made to all shareholders; we are cognizant of the 
fact that there are different regulatory regimes in the provinces of Canada and 
in the United States under the Federal securities’ laws. There are many 
similarities, but there are many differences and an offeror may have legitimate 
reasons for not wishing to make its offer in another jurisdiction and _ submit 
itself to a different regulatory regime. It should be noted the OSC and the 
CVM have talked to the SEC about mutual recognition of each other's laws in 
order to ease cross-border take-over bids. International co-operation is a 
result slowly arrived at and until there is greater co-operation there is bound 
to be a degree of shareholder disadvantage on both sides of the border. We are 
not unaware of the position in which U.S. shareholders of Hiram Walker are put 
and we will continue to strive for international agreement. 


In all the circumstances, the application is dismissed.

Published in Chapter 5 of this edition of the Bulletin is an amendment to OSC 
Policy Statement No. 3.1. The amendment consists of two additions to the 
Policy Statement, the first recognizing foreign stock exchanges for the purpose 
of the Canadian Over-the-counter Automated Trading System (the ''COAT System"), 
and the second recognizing The Toronto Stock Exchange for the purpose of 
information and fee collecting under the COAT System. 


The policy statement amendment is effective immediately. 
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1.4 DISCLOSURE OF EXECUTIVE COMPENSATION - PROXY CIRCULARS 





A. DISCLOSURE OF EXECUTIVE COMPENSATION - JURISDICTIONS ACCEPTING COMPLIANCE 
WITH FORM 41 








The purpose of this part of the Notice is to clarify the Commission's 
understanding as to which Canadian jurisdictions are currently accepting 
compliance with Ontario's requirements for disclosure of executive 
compensation in proxy circulars. The following information was provided by 
staff of the relevant securities and corporations administrators and is 
provided for the convenience of issuers and their counsel only. Further 
enquiries should be made to the relevant administrators. 


(a) Department of Consumer and Corporate Affairs Canada 


The relevant provisions of the Canada Business Corporations Act 
('CBCA'") are not substantially similar to those of O.Reg. 420/85. 
Until such time as they become so, the Department of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs (the ''Department'') will consider accommodating the 
variance between the Ontario and federal legislation by way of the 
granting of exemptions from the federal requirements. CBCA issuers 
wishing to comply only with Ontario's requirements should forward to 
the Department an information circular disclosing executive 
compensation in compliance with 0O.Reg.420/85, together with an 
application in accordance with Form 27 of the Regulations of the CBCA 
and a cheque to cover the $25.00 fee. It is our understanding that, 
generally, the Director under the CBCA will exercise his discretion 
pursuant to section 145(1) of the CBCA in favour of ‘granting the 
exemption. 


(b) BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Proxy circulars in compliance with 0O.Reg.420/85 are acceptable to the 
British Columbia Securities Commission. 


Key, ALBERTA 


The Alberta Securities Commission has approved the use of Ontario's 
Form 41 for the purpose of disclosure of executive compensation by 
means of a blanket order made pursuant to section 185 of the 
Securities Act (Alberta) and dated December 19, 1985. The orderr 
will remain in force until amendments to the Securities Regulations 
15/82 as amended, making Alberta requirements substantially similar 
to those of Ontario, are approved by order-in-council. 


However, it appears that compliance with the Ontario requirements 1s 
not strictly in accordance with subsection 10(1) of the Regulations 
made under the Business Corporations Act (Alberta). Therefore, 
corporations to whom the Business Corporations Act (Alberta) applies, 
should contact Alberta's Registrar of Corporations. 


(d) SASKATCHEWAN 


The Saskatchewan Securities Commission is prepared to consider 
acceptance of compliance with Ontario's requirements concerning 
disclosure of executive compensation. The statutory authority for 
such consideration is section ikitat of the Securities Act 
(Saskatchewan) which permits the Commission, upon application by the

The order would be restricted to the particular proxy solicitation. 


It is uncertain at this time whether the Saskatchewan Securities

MANITOBA 


The Manitoba Securities Commission is accepting compliance with 
Ontario's requirements concerning disclosure of executive 
compensation; reference is made to Local\ #Policy®. 318% teirective 
November 6, 1985, and Order No. 374/85 dated November 6, 1985. 


Note that Order No. 374/85 does not apply to Manitoba corporations, 
but the Manitoba Commission may make a separate similar order upon 
application by individual Manitoba corporations pursuant to the 
Manitoba Corporations Act. 


QUEBEC 

The Commission des valeurs mobilieres du Quebec is accepting 
compliance with Ontario requirements concerning disclosure of 
executive compensation as the legislation in both jurisdictions is 
substantially similar.

This is an application by NIM and Company, Limited Partnership - 1986 (the 
"Partnership'') and Perpetual Growth Fund - II Limited (the ''Fund'') for a ruling 
pursuant to subsection 73(1) of the Act that first trades by the Fund in 
certain securities, to be acquired by the Partnership and subsequently 
transferred to the Fund, are not subject to section 52 of the Act. 


As set out in a prospectus dated January 28, 1986, filed jointly by the 
Partnership and the Fund, the Partnership has been created to carry out mineral 
and oil and gas exploration in Canada. The Partnership will enter into 
exploration agreements with publicly-traded resource companies, which will 
conduct exploration activities and incur Canadian exploration expense (as 
defined in the Income Tax Act (Canada)) on behalf of the Partnership, and will 
issue common shares or rights to such shares (collectively, "flow-through 
shares'') to the Partnership. The limited partners of the Partnership will 
obtain the income tax deductions associated with flow-through shares. 


It is to be a term of each of the exploration agreements that a minimum of 
$100,000 of Canadian exploration expense must be incurred with respect to each 
individual issue of flow-through shares to the Partnership. (As at the date of 
the prospectus, the Partnership had entered into exploration agreements 
carrying commitments ranging from $150,000 to $7 million with some twenty-eight 
publicly-traded resource companies.) The flow-through shares will be acquired 
by the Partnership pursuant to the exemptions set out in paragraph 34(1)5 and 
clause 71(1) (d) of the Securities Act. The Partnership expects that the resale 
restrictions on the flow-through shares will have expired by the end of March, 
1987, and in April, 1987 substantially all of the assets of the Partnership, 
including the flow-through shares, will be exchanged for all of the shares of 
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the Fund. Shortly thereafter the Partnership will be dissolved and its net 
assets, consisting of shares of the Fund and cash, will be distributed rateably 
to the limited partners. 


The Fund was incorporated under the Canada Business Corporations Act and 
has its principal place of business at Ottawa. At the hearing of this 
application it was common ground that the Act applies to the acquisition of the 
flow-through shares by Fund and to the first trades by it in those shares. The 
publicly-traded resource companies which issue the flow-through shares may or 
may not be reporting issuers in Ontario. The Fund, intending to establish a 
diversified portfolio of Canadian and foreign equity securities, requires to be 
in a position freely to dispose of any of the flow-through shares forming its 
original portfolio. Where the issuer of the flow-through shares is not a 
reporting issuer, the hold periods’ set out in subsectioon 71(4) of the Act 
cannot have run and accordingly, the first trade by the Fund in such shares 
(other than a further exempt trade) would be a distribution requiring the 
filing of a prospectus under section 52 of the Act. Hence, this application. 


An identical ruling to that sought in this application was made by the 
Commission on July 15, 1985 in the matter of NIM and Company, Limited 
Partnership - 1985 and we were satisfied that the promoters relied in_ good 
faith on our 1985 ruling, as expressing the policy of the Commission, in 
structuring the 1986 Partnership and Fund now under consideration. 
Accordingly, and notwithstanding the reservations expressed below, we have 
ruled that the first trade by the Fund in each flow-through share acquired by 
the Fund from the Partnership is not subject to section 52 of the Act provided 
that: 


(a) the Fund is a reporting issuer under the Act; 

(b) one year has elapsed from the date of execution of the exploration 
agreement pursuant to which such flow-through share was issued; 
and 

ce) the trade is made through the facilities of a stock exchange 


located outside Ontario on which such flow-through share is listed. 


Our ruling on this application is thus identical to that made by the 
Commission in 1985 in respect of that year's Partnership and Fund. On that 
application, however, it appeared that very few of the publicly-traded resource 
companies were not reporting issuers; in respect of the 1986 Partnership and 
Fund, there may be many. The public policy issue, perhaps not fully addressed 
in our 1985 ruling, is the extent to which securities of non-reporting issuers, 
acquired subject to the closed system constituted by section 71 of the Act, can 
properly be traded outside that system on stock exchanges outside Ontario. On 
an unrelated application heard in November, 1985 (unreported), we considered a 
Similar issue. There, a publicly-traded resource company proposed to issue its 
flow-through shares under a similar scheme and sought a four-month abridgement 
of the applicable hold period respecting its shares. That application was 
denied. 


The issues thus raised are under review by the Commission and until that 
review is completed neither the applicants herein, nor others, should assume 
that the Commission will continue to issue rulings similar to this present.

CANADIAN OVER-THE-COUNTER AUTOMATED TRADING SYSTEM (COATS) 


A. 


OVERVIEW 


General 


The Canadian Over-the-Counter Automated Trading System (the "COAT 
System" or "COATS'") is a regulatory system governing over-the- 
counter trading of equities in Ontario. COATS has been designed 
to improve the quality and amount of information which is 
available in that market. 


The Commission is responsible for the administration and overall 
operation of the COAT System. The Commission has appointed The 
Toronto Stock Exchange (the "TSE'") as its agent to provide 
electronic market support facilities. Through these facilities 
up-to-date quotations and recent trading statistics will be 
readily available to trading and sales personnel in the 
investment industry and also to the public. The system will 
also assist the Commission in its regulatory role. 


Computerized dissemination of current quotations, better 
OTC trading statistics and standarized procedures are expected to 
increase dealer and investor confidence in the OTC market, 
improve market efficiency and facilitate capital formation by 
IM WO ees Ste IAS. 


Support System 


The support system is provided by the TSE under contract to the 
Commission, using the TSE's computer facilities and Computer- 
Assisted Trading System ('"'CATS') terminals and network. The key 
functions provided include: 


(a) an OSC directory of COATS securities and approved market- 
makers - the OSC makes the necessary approvals and controls 
the content of this directory; 

(b) entry and up-date of bids and offers by market-makers; 

(c) a market enquiry function by which the trading desks of 
registered dealers call up the markets (bids and asks) 
being made by the market-makers; and 

(d) a trade report and trade cancellation function permitting 
registered dealers to supply data on all reportable trades 
in COATS securities for informational and regulatory 
purposes, 
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Market Information Available on OTC Trading 
Two kinds of market information are provided through COATS: 


(a) statistics for the previous trading day (volume, high, low 
Glosext orrGhosing, bid: =-ask)«.and: 

(b) current market (bids and offers) as entered by approved 
market-makers. 


b) 


While trading may take place at any time, the bids and offers are 
"live'’ only between the hours of 9:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. on business 
days. 


The information generated by COATS is available at three levels: 


(a) the TSE CATS network supplies both previous day's statistics 
and current quotation details to trading desks of registered 
dealers; 

(b) the commercial quotation vendors (Canquote, CMQ, etc.) 
provide the sales areas of registered dealers with the 
previous day's statistics and the best current bid and ask 
price for each stock; and 

(c) the newspapers provide the previous day's statistics. 
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B. COATS SECURITIES 


(a) Coats securities are shares of corporate issuers, other than 
those shares exempted pursuant to subsection 34(2) of the 
Act, e.g. shares of private companies, non-profit companies, 
etc. Rights and warrants to purchase COATS securities are 
also COATS securities but options are not. Units are also 
COATS securities where they are composed in whole or part of 
shares and/or warrants that are COATS securities. 


Subject to certain exclusions, trades in COATS securities 
must be reported by the registered dealers involved. 
Reporting is dealt with in section C. 


A subset of COATS securities can be qualified for entry into 
the quote dissemination function of COATS. Market-making 
and quote dissemination is dealt with in section D. 


(b) Securities which are listed on one or more Canadian stock 
exchanges are not COATS securities, as long as they are not 
suspended from trading on all of those exchanges. Any 


trades by or through registered dealers in such listed and 
posted securities must be effected through the facilities 
of those exchanges. If a security which is listed on one or 
more Canadian stock exchanges becomes suspended (i.e. - it 
is no longer posted for trading) on all such exchanges, then 
any trade in that security by a registered dealer becomes 
reportable through COATS. Such security may also be 
qualified for quoting on COATS. 
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TRANSACTION REPORTING 


Trades to be Reported 


(a) Every purchase or sale in Ontario of a COATS security made 
byaliregistered idealer, “as principal or agent} must be 
reported through the COAT System with the following 
exceptions: 


(i) a trade made through the facilities of a stock exchange 
or other organized market recognized by the Commission 
for the purpose of the COAT System, 


(ii) a distribution by or on behalf of an issuer, or 


(iii) a secondary trade made in reliance on the exemptions in 
¢lauses’ JiGI)Ca)s (c)mande(d) cof athe: Act. 


With respect to clause (i) above, the Commission recognizes 
all stock exchanges and the National Association of 
Securities Dealers Automated Quotation System (''NASDAQ'') 
(see OSC policy statement no. 3.1). 


(b) Purchases and Sales in Ontario: The obligation to report a 
trade in a COATS security applies only with respect to 
purchases and sales in Ontario of such security. A purchase 
or sale in Ontario for the purpose of this policy is one in 
which either:

(c) Riskless Principal Trades: Transactions which are merely 
booked through a registered dealer's inventory for purposes 
of adding a usual mark-up or commission in respect of trades 


which, for all intents and purposes, are agency trades on 
NASDAQ or a stock exchange, need not be reported through 
COATS. Such transactions are considered to be trades made 


through the facilities of a stock exchange or NASDAQ. 


Who Reports Trades 


(a) In reportable transactions involving only one registered 
dealer, that dealer must report the trade.

registered dealer who is purchasing as principal or agent in 
Ontario is not a reportable trade for the seller. In such 
case, there is no "sale in Ontario’ for the selling 


registered dealer because the seller's trader is not located 
in Ontario and the purchaser is not a customer of the seller 
but is instead a registered dealer. Consequently, since the 
buying dealer's trader or sales representative is acting 
from an Ontario office, thereby making a "trade in Ontario, 
the obligation of reporting the trade is put on the 
purchasing registered dealer.

Br Timing and Content of Trade Reports 


Timing of Reports: Although reportable trades may occur 
anywhere and at any time, they must be reported in 
accordance with the following schedule: 


(a) The terminal network will accept COATS transaction 
reports between 8:30 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. on any business 
day. 


(b) All trades made prior to 5 p.m. on a business day shall 
be reported by 6 p.m. on that day. 


(c) Where a trade is made after 5 p.m. or on a day that is 
not a business day, the report shall be made by 6 p.m. 
of the next business day. Thus, where a trade is made 
after 5 p.m. om a business day, the registered dealer 
has the option of either reporting the trade before 
6:00 p.m. on that day, or at any time between 8:30 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. of the immediately following business day. 
Based on the reported time of the transaction the 
system will put the trade into the correct day's 
statistics. 


Contents of Reports: Aljis reports of i*trdnsactions must 
contain identification of the security traded as well as the 
number of shares sold, the price, the identities of the 
purchasing and®"selidiness dealers:? and the “‘time of the 
transaction. The information is to be input in the format 
required by the system. The Users! Manual which has been 
distributed to all registered dealers provides instructions 
for data entry sequence and format. 
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ts Price to be Reported 


Because it is customary to confirm over-the-counter trades with 
customers on a principal basis, even when the transaction may be 
essentially an agency trade, there is some uncertainty as to how 
registered dealers should ascertain the reportable price on 
trades which are confirmed to customers as_ principal. After 
considerable discussion with practitioners, afc Ima been 
determined that substantial confusion would be imported to the 
Sika ELSE LeSmeCOncerni ng high) = low: sandueclosines prices, if the 
reported price is the price paid by the customer. 


For the initial period of COATS development, therefore, it has 
been determined that: 


(a) The price to be reported on a trade with a customer - as 
opposed to with a registered dealer - is the inside market 
which is quoted on the system at the time the trade is 
consummated. For sales to customers, the inside market 
price is the lowest ask price currently offered by any 
market-maker. For purchases from customers, the inside 
market price is the highest bid price currently posted by 
any market-maker. For trades in COATS securities that are 
not quoted on COATS, the price to be reported is the price 
at which the registered dealer actually traded with its 
customer, adjusted by the amount which would be customary as 
a commission or spread in such transaction. 


(b) A trade with another registered dealer is to be reported at 


the actual price agreed upon. This applies to a trade in 
which the reporting dealer is acting as agent for a 
customer, as well as to a trade in which the dealer acts as 


principal vis a vis the other dealer. 


Relating this requirement for identifying the reportable price to 
the matter of who should make the report (subsection 2 above), it 
is apparent that where a registered dealer is acting as agent for 
a selling customer and trades with another registered dealer, the 
selling dealer must report the trade. If in that same trade the 
buying dealer is acting as a buyer for his inventory or as agent 
for .a customer, the buying dealer files no report of the trade. 
On the other hand, if the buying dealer had on hand at the time a 


purchase order for a customer which it chooses to fill 
as principal, the sale to the customer is a separate 


and reportable trade and the price which is to be reported is the 
inside market at the time of the transaction.

2: Approval of Market-Makers 


Registered dealers (not including security issuers, mutual 
fund dealers or scholarship plan dealers) may become market- 
makers in the COAT System with respect to a particular 
COATS Se cunmty. To do so, a dealer must apply to the 
Director for approval to act as a market-maker in the 
security. 


(a) A different application must be made with respect to 


each security in which the applicant wishes to cally ga 
market. 
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(b) In the normal course of events, there will be a two day 
lapse between the date of the approval and the date 
upon which quoting activities may commence.

In order to regain approval 
a new application must be made (see clauses (a) and (b) 
above). 


What Issues May be Quoted 


Only those COATS securities for which one or more registered 
dealer(s) have been approved as market-makers by the 
Director will be quoted. 


(a) One of the factors taken into account by the Director 
in deciding whether or not to grant a dealer's 
application to become an approved market-maker in a 
particular ‘security is whether or not it is im the 
public interest for a market to be called on the COAT 
System in that security. Lack of adequate information 
in the market-place about the security may mean that it 
is mot in the public interest to approve the security 
for quote dissemination. 


(b) The following three types of issuer will generally be 
considered by the Director as already having adequate 
information in the market-place: 


(i) reporting issuers in Ontario; 


(ii) Wissuerssthatrare Weubject! \torfiling requirements 


of another Canadian jurisdiction which are 
substantially ssimilan’to therfiling requirements 
of Ontario reporting issuers. The Commission 


considers the filing requirements of Alberta and 
Quebec to be substantially similar for the purpose 
of COATS. As well, upon proclamation of British 
Columbia's Bill 37, the Securities Act, the filing 
requirements of British Columbia will be 
substantially similar; and 
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(iii) issuers which are posted for trading on NASDAQ, 
the major U.S. exchanges or national exchanges of 
other countries where it is reasonable to conclude 
that information is available on an accurate and 
timely basis and trading is orderly in its primary 
market. 


(c) Securities of all other issuers will not, as a general 
rule, be considered appropriate securities for the 
purpose of granting approved market-maker status, at 
least in the initial phase of COATS development. 


(d) After experience has been gained, the Director may 
consider approval of market-makers for non-reporting 
issuers which do not fall under subclauses (b)(ii) and 
(iii) above. Such approval will be considered only 
where the Director is satisfied that sufficient 
information about the issuer of the security, together 
with satisfactory undertakings concerning the accuracy 
and timeliness of ongoing disclosure, have been 
voluntarily filed with the Commission, such that the 
dissemination of quotations in the security is in the 
PuUblAlcey Gnitewesites 


E. TRADING POLICIES (Quoted and Unquoted Issues) 
le Prices to Customers 


Reference is made to subsection C-4, ''Price to be Reported", 
wherein the question of prices to be reported to the COAT 
System in respect of trades with customers is discussed. 


Neither the Regulation nor this policy attempt to regulate 
the prices (commissions or mark-ups) that registered dealers 
may agree upon with customers in OTC trades confirmed as 
principal. The following rules, however, apply with 
respect to prices to customers. 


(a) Spread or Mark-Up: Registered dealers are expected to 
deal fairly with their customers and where a trade is 
substantially an agency transaction, the moderateness 
of any spread or "mark-up" should reflect the riskless 
nature of the transaction. 


(b) Interpositioning: Registered dealers shall not arrange 
or otherwise participate in any transaction which 
interpositions an intermediary or other third party in 
a way which will result in an unfavourable price for a 
customer of any registered dealer. 
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(c) As experience is gained with COATS, it is expected that 
guidelines will be developed and added to this policy 
statement. 


ae Director's Power to Halt Trading 


To assist in the dissemination of information and to re- 
establish orderly trading on COATS, the Director may direct 
registered dealers to discontinue quoting or trading in any 
COATS security in which a trade would be reportable. 


3. System Failures 


(a) In the event of a power failure or any other event 
which would fully or partially disable the COAT System 
or cause it to malfunction, approved market-makers may 
still continue to make markets in COATS securities.

Last May the Commission published for comment a proposed amendment to 
Policy 5.8 that would require pre-clearance of a forecast in a 
preliminary prospectus in certain circumstances. The proposal tracked 
a similar requirement in Quebec. The purpose was to improve the 
quality of forecasts in prospectuses for new reporting issuers and 
those making longer forecasts. 


In response to the comments received the proposal was amended in two 
significant aspects. First, a liisteof "the items of intormation j that 
would be considered by the staff in determining the acceptability of 
the pre-filed forecast was added. Second, a paragraph was included to 
permit real estate projects and government incentive offerings to 
provide longer term future oriented information by combining a forecast 
with a projection based on the most reasonable assumptions. 


The significance of the two amendments to the proposed policy 
necessitated re-publishing for comment and this was done January 3, 
1986. 


The submissions on the January draft have been reviewed and considered 
by the staff and a number of additional refinements have been 
incorporated. 


The Commission has reconsidered its decision regarding the application 
of the policy to offering memoranda required by the Securities Act and 
determined that the policy should apply.

At that time, the 
Commission was told by Calgroup that certain new materials would be prepared by 
the company, presented to staff of the Commission for its comments, and 
ultimately to the panel of the Commission for its approval if appropriate. 
These materials would include new financial statements, full and complete 
disclosure of the affairs of the company and various’ shareholder protections. 
Additionally, a vote of the shareholders would be held for the possible 
approval of the transaction whereby Calgroup issued 10,000,000 shares in 
exchange for certain film interests. The company was proposing to have its 
shares trade again in the marketplace once all of these steps were taken. 


On February 26, 1986, Price Waterhouse announced its resignation as 
auditor for the company. The hearing was adjourned again at the request of the 
company so that it could retain new auditors and complete the preparation of 
the materials it had proposed. 


Almost two months have elapsed and staff of the Commission has still not 
been provided with these materials. Following several requests by staff, the 
company was advised that in the event that these materials were not immediately 
forthcoming, staff would have no choice but to ask that the hearing be 
reconvened in order that the Commission could make a decision on the _ issues 
raised in the hearing. Accordingly, at the request of staff, the Commission 
will be reconvening on May 1, 1986 to consider all of the matters referred to 
above and additionally whether or not it is appropriate in the circumstances to 
make a permanent, cease trade order.

5.1 AMENDMENT TO OSC POLICY 5.8 - FINANCIAL FORECASTS 


The following insert is the Amended OSC Policy 5.8 - Financial Forecasts. 
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CHAPTER 5 


POLICIES 


AMENDED 0.S.C. POLICY STATEMENT 5.8 


It has been the Commission's long standing policy generally not to 
permit inclusion of forecasts in documents filed with the Commission. 
However, on the basis of the information obtained over the years in 
discussions with interested parties and taking into consideration the 
recommendations of the Select Committee on Company Law contained in its 
1973 Report to the Legislative Assembly on Mergers, Amalgamations and 
Certain Related Matters (Chapter 19 - Financial Forecasts), the 
Commission concluded that changes in its present policies with regard to 
use of forecasts would be in the public interest. The most significant 
factor on which the Commission based its decision was the increasing 
recognition of the relevance of future oriented data in investment 
decision making. The Commission found it difficult to justify a 
position that estimates as to the corporation's future expectations 


should be denied to investors as a matter of policy. 


The following are the key elements to the Commission's policy on 


forecasts. 


First, and most crucial, is that of full disclosure of a forecast in the 
prospectus if the forecast is going to be used in connect ion with the 
distribution of securities. The basic decision on public forecasting is 
left with the issuer. Nobody will be required to issue forecasts. Any 
obligation to disclose will not come into play until a forecast is used 


in connection with the distribution of securities. 
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The second key element is to set certain guidelines by way of policy 
statement which would allow reporting issuers, who wish to do so, to 
include forecasts in prospectuses, take-over bid circulars, issue—bid 


circulars and information circulars. 


The third key element concerns the desirability of review of forecasts 
by an independent public accountant. It is the view of the Commission 
that generally accountants' comments are desirable. However, the 
Commission recognizes that in certain circumstances the Director should 
have the discretionary authority to permit or require deviation from 


this principle. 


While the Regulation under the Securities Act (0. Reg. 808/82) deals 
with forecasts in prospectuses only, the Director will not normally 
object to forecasts being included in other documents filed with the 
Commission under Part XVII (Continuous Disclosure), Part XVIII (Proxies 
and Proxy Solicitation) and Part XIX (Take-over Bids and Issuer Bids) of 


the Securities Act. 


The following guidance is provided for the benefit of issuers who wish 
to include forecasts in prospectuses and other documents filed with the 


Commission: 


Ve A forecast must be made in good faith and prepared in accordance 


with the CICA Accounting Guidelines and reviewed in accordance with 


CICA Auditing Guidelines. 
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The decision whether to publish forecast data and the 
responsibility for the published data rests with the issuer. In 
arriving at the feat toe the issuer must consider, among other 
things, whether there is a reasonable basis for issuing a 
forecast. In this connection, among the factors to be considered 
are a history of operations and experience in budgeting. However, 
the Commission recognizes that such history and experience may not 
be necessary in all circumstances to provide reasonably based 


forecasts. 


The forecast must include an estimate of earnings or a range of 


earnings. 


A forecast must be reviewed regularly to identify significant 
changes resulting from events that have occurred since the forecast 
was issued. During the forecast period, each financial report 
issued to the shareholders must contain either a statement that 
there are no significant changes to be made to the forecast or an 
updated forecast accompanied by explanations of significant 
changes. The date of the original forecast and the date of the 


update must also be disclosed. 


If an unusual event occurs which has a significant effect on a 
previously published forecast, the financial impact of which cannot 
be currently determined, the issuer should withdraw the forecast. 
Examples of such an event might be a strike, a law suit, government 
action, legislation or a matural disaster. When a forecast is 


withdrawn the reasons for the withdrawal must be clearly stated. 
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A forecast, as initially reported, must be compared with audited 
actual Gesults in the issuer's annual financial report and the 
reasons for significant differences, if any, must be disclosed. 
Forecasts issued for an interim period must be compared with actual 
interim results in the subsequent interim report and reasons for 


significant differences, if any, must be disclosed. 


The forecast included in a preliminary prospectus must be 
accompanied by comments of an independent public accountant. The 
comments must be signed or, in the alternative, where the comments 
are not signed there must be filed, at the time the preliminary 
prospectus is filed, a letter addressed to the Commission and 
signed by the independent public accountant in which he shall make 
such statement with respect to his review of the forecast as may be 


appropriate in the circumstances and acceptable to the Director. 


In a takeover situation where it is not practicable to have the 
forecast reviewed by an independent public accountant, the Director 
will not object to the use of a forecast without the comments of 
an independent public accountant, provided that the forecast is 
accompanied by a statement signed by the chief financial officer of 
the issuer stating that the forecast was prepared in accordance 


with the requirements of the CICA Accounting Guidelines. 


Where in a prospectus, take-over bid or dipector Ss ci1pcullanr.. an 
issuer includes forecast data for a company that it is proposing to 
acquire, the forecast of the target company must be one that has 


been prepared by such company. 
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De The CICA Accounting Guideline defines a financial forecast as an 
estimate of the most probable of any or all of: the results of 
operations, financial position and changes in financial position 
for part of a future period or a number of future periods. ‘Most 
probable” means the most likely set of conditions and _ the 
enterprise's most likely course of action in the judgment of 
management. (see, also regulation section 48 subsection 1(b)). In 
contrast to a forecast, a projection is not necessarily indicative 
of the most probable results but merely reflects the effects of 
specified assumptions. SUD) eC COm paragraph ly eeelimameisa dL 
projections are not permitted in prospectuses. Financial 
projections are also not permitted in offering memoranda, rights 
offering circulars and documents filed with the Commission under 
Part XVII (Continuous Disclosure), Part XVIII (Proxies and Proxy 
Solicitation) and Part XIX (Take-over Bids and Issuer Bids) of the 


Securities Act. 


10. The policy applies to a financial forecast included in an offering 
memorandum which is required to be delivered to the Commission 
pursuant to subsection 21(4) of the regulation to the Act. 
However, this policy does not apply to discounted future cash flow 
data provided in prospectuses or other documents filed with the 
Commission for resource issuers where the data is extracted from an 


engineering report. 


ll. Subject to paragraph 12, in prospectuses relating to real estate 


projects or securities with a significant government incentive or 


tax component a projection may be provided by management beyond the 
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period of the forecast on which the independent public accountant 
comments. In such) cases) the tonecast shall coven at Veast the 
balance of the current fiscal year and the following year. The 
projection shall not cover the period of the forecast but shall 
cover a period beginning immediately subsequent to the forecast. 
The period covered by the projection should not extend beyond the 
point of time for which the assumptions can be _ reasonably 
determined. The projection must be clearly separate and distinct 
from the forecast and specify that it is not covered by the report 
of the independent public accountant. To be acceptable the 
assumptions upon which the projection is based must be the most 
reasonable that can be made in the circumstances. The projection 
shall be accompanied by an emphasized statement that’ the 
assumptions are the most reasonable in the circumstances when 
prepared but are inherently subject to uncertainty and variations 
depending on evolving events” and there is absolutely no 
representation that these projections will be realized in whole or 
in part. Subsection 48(3) of the regulation shall apply to the 


projections in these cases. 


Subsection (2) of regulation 48 specifies that the Director may 
permit the inclusion of a forecast in a prospectus. The approval 
of the Director must be obtained prior to the filing of the 
preliminary prospectus containing a forecast under any one of the 


following conditions: 


(i) the issuer is not a reporting issuer; 


(ii) the issuer is making a distribution of securities in Ontario 


by prospectus for the first time; 
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(iii) the forecast is for a period extending beyond the current 


fiscal year and the following fiscal year; 


(iv) the forecast is accompanied by a projection. 


13. The pre-filing review by the Commission staff outlined in paragraph 


12 above will be carried out on an expedited basis, subject to the 


issuer supplying additional requested information. 


Among the information considered by the staff to determine the 


acceptability of a pre-filed financial forecast will be the 


following: 
(i) the financial history of the issuer; 
(ii) forecasts in prospectuses previously filed by the issuer 


compared to actual results; 


(iii) forecasts previously published by the issuer compared to 


actual results; 


(iv) past record of the promoter, developer and underwriter on 


forecasts in prospectuses previously filed compared to 


actual results; 


(v) reasons for the variations in (ii), (iii) and (iv); 


(vi) industry related financial ratio data, if available, 


compared to the financial forecast. 
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The issuer will be expected to supply such information in support 


the financial forecast for the pre-filing review.

At present. paragraph, 1 of (0.S.C, Policy statemens, 11.1 yrequiness that sthe 
custodian of a mutual fund whose securities are distributed in Ontario 
under a prospectus be a Canadian chartered bank or trust company, a 
subsidiary of such an entity or another person or company satisfactory 
to the Director. The paragraph does not establish any rules governing 
the form of custodianship or sub-custodianship agreement nor does it 


give any guidance as to who will be “satisfactory to the Director”. 
From time to time Commission staff have reviewed custodianship or 
sub-custodianship agreements entered into by mutual funds or their 
custodians and have found such agreements to be less than adequate to 
protect the interests of the mutual fund and its security holders. In 
addition, the Commission has never specifically stated that a mutual 
fund's portfolio securities may be held in a book-based system nor has 
it, except as noted below, set out its requirements where portfolio 
securities are held outside of Canada. In order to deal with these 
concerns the Commission is publishing for comment in the Policies 
section of this Bulletin a new paragraph I of 0.S.C. Policy Statement 


11.1 which if approved would replace the present paragraph. 


The proposed paragraph I states that all cash, cash equivalents, gold, 
gold certificates’ and portfolio securities of a mutual fund must be 
held in Canada by a Canadian custodian who meets the Commission's 
prescribed guidelines. Specific provision is made for the appointment 
and annual review by custodians of sub-custodianship agreements and for 
securities to be held outside of Canada or in a book-based system. The 


proposed paragraph specifies that the portfolio securities must be 
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registered or if in bearer form, segregated and establishes a minimum 
standard of care to which a custodian or sub-custodian shall be subject 
by agreement. In addition, it prohibits agreements allowing security 
iNtGrestis. jin jportiolion «securities sor) payments Win respect, of) the 
transfer of portfolio securities except those relating to payment of 
the custodian's or sub-custodian's fees and expenses for performing its 


safekeeping services. 


In its November 29, 1985 issue of the 0O.S.C. Bulletin at page 4955 
((1985) 8 OSCB 4955) the Commission published for comment a _ proposed 
amendment to paragraph I entitled “Custodians of Portfolio Securities” 
of 0.S.C. Policy Statement 11.1 entitled “Mutual Funds - General 
Prospectus Guidelines”. The purpose of this proposed amendment was to 
ensure that whenever portfolio securities of a mutual fund were held 
outside of Canada appropriate safeguards were in place to protect the 
interests of the mutual fund's security holders. The proposed 
amendment codified the Commission's practice of requiring that where 
portfolio securities of a mutual fund were held by a foreign custodian 
or sub-custodian in a foreign country the mutual fund's Canadian 
custodian execute an agreement of indemnity in favour of the mutual 
fund. The comment period for this proposed amendment closed on 
January 10, 1986 and six submissions were received. Generally the 
commentators felt that the Commission should concern itself with the 
identity of a sub-custodian who held portfolio securities of an Ontario 
based mutual fund outside of Canada but did not support the proposed 
agreement of indemnity. Instead they favoured the establishment of 
criteria governing the selection of foreign sub-custodians along the 
lines employed by the U.S. Securities and Exchange Commission in rules 
made under the Investment Company Act of 1940. The Commission has 
decided to adopt the suggested approach but in light of the 
significance of the revisions is republishing the proposals for comment

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO O.S.C. POLICY STATEMENT 5.9 


The Commission proposes to amend 0O.S.C. Policy Statement 5.9 by the addition of 
certain paragraphs. The first purpose of the amendment is to clarify that the 
Policy Statement applies only to offering prospectuses. The second purpose is 
to ensure that the Policy Statement is not circumvented by the interposition of 
intermediary holding companies between the issuer and the individual who 
exercises ultimate direction over the escrowed securities of the issuer. The 
effect of interposing one or more intermediary holding companies is that the 
holding of such an individual in the securities of the issuer may be disposed 
of without violating the escrow agreement by transferring the shares of the 
intermediary company. To avoid this result the proposed amendment requires the 
shares of such intermediary companies to be subject to the escrow or other 
restriction acceptable to the Director.

Be Where it is desirable for the purpose of more expeditiously 
effecting portfolio transactions outside of Canada, the Custodian 
may appoint sub-custodians and enter into sub-custodianship 
agreements to provide for the safekeeping of portfolio securities 
of the mutual fund on terms and conditions similar to the terms 
and conditions contained in the custodianship agreement between 
the mutual fund and the Custodian. In making any appointment of 
a sub-custodian, the authority to appoint a sub-sub-custodian 
shall be withheld.
